M’CORMICK’S HORSE SCORES A LUCKY 
VICTORY FROM ROSEBEN. 

Johnson*s Biq Sprinter Is Knocked Back 
Early, but Comes Again — De Mund Quits 
— Big Crowd Attends the Opening. 



The WashiDRton Jockey Club’s sprlnp meeting at 
Iteiming, opening March 25 and closing April 13, 
embraced eighteen racing days on which were de- 
ided lOS races — thirteen of them steeplechases — 
for which the total distribution In stakes and 
purses was $t*»s,S05, an average of a fraction less 
than $.*J.S23 i>er day and a trifle more than 
per race. Tliis money went to ninety-seven owners, 
of whom the following twenty eight won $7<K) or 
more each:

New York, April 15. — Glorifier, J. II. McCor- 
mick’s rejuvenated handicap horse won the Carter 
Handicap at Aqueduct this afternoon after having 
lH.»en backed from G down to 4 to 1. The $10,000 
prize would have surely gone to 1). C. Johnson’s 
great sprinter Roseben had the racing luck l>een 
equal and, while Glorifier had a length and a half 
to spare at the finish, it was a dechledly lucky 
victory. 

The opening of this meeting at Aqueduct was the 
most auspicious in the hist<«’y of the Queens County 
Jockey Club and the crowd was estimated at from 
2<*.tN»0 to 25, •HK). The weather, though sharp and 
cold, was bright and the track was in fairly good 
condition, though not fast. 

For the Carter Handicap there were sixteen start - 
ers. Shackle being added, while Pretension. Brook- 
dale Nymph and Okenite declined at the eleventh 
hour. Paul J. Rainey’s Pe Mund. on the strength 
of some rc<*ent fast work, was the choh*e and at 
post time 13 to 5 was the best tliat was offered 
about his chances. The McCormick pair — GhH'ifier 
and Tileiug— was second favorite at the close of 
the market, while Rosel^en was permitted to drift 
to 10 to 1 l>efoi-e the stable commissions came into 
the ring. He was then backe<l down to 8, but there 
was never a strong outside following on account <»f 
the widely circulated rei>orta that he was far from 
ready. 

IK* .Mund made the early running and swung into 
the long stretch well in the lead. Roseben got 
away well, but almost immediately he was knocked 
back next to last in the big field. .\vaunteev, 
tilorifier and Kye were always eUw^e to the leader. 
In the stretch De Mund tired and Oxf(U‘d was the 
]*aceniaker f<»r a few strides. Glorifier next headed 
the gray and tliere was a long tiglit to the finish. 
tilorifi«*r proved to have the most left and Im* won 
by something over a length. In the meantime Rosc- 
lH*n had raced around the others with rare cour- 
age and si)ced. and in the last forty yards he was 
catching the %vinner with each stride. Don Diego 
also came fast and the pair finished heads apart, 
the Johnson sprinter taking second place. 

In the two-year-old race Tommy Griflin won 
handily with Thomas Calhoun, his Knight of ‘the 
Thistle colt that sliowed well in California. He was 
one of the g<s>l things of the aftermK>n and was 
backed from a high quotation of 20 down to G to 1 
iH'fore the close of the market. The steepleciiase 
went to Jimmy Lane, which easily disposed of iMil- 
ciau, the well-l*acked favorite. Athlete, which 
frequently failed at New Orleans, tia^k the <»pening 
five-eighths dash, beating Keator, the favorite, 
easily. Sir Toddiugton, the odds-ou favorite in the 
fifth, was badly beaten, while the last race went to 
Orphan Lad. the Bcnning development. 

With an improving track in prospect the R«>se 
filakes for two-year old fillies is the main feature of 
tomorrow’s card, and with such good htH'ses as 
KiUtx-han, Eudora, Tanager; Magazine. Masks and 
Faces, Rinsario: Bcllsnicker, Mar.v Morris, Buttons: 
Martha Jane, Lila t»’ Neill, Hands .\riMiud: Buttons, 
Fustian. Battlcaxc; W»*rkn !.n. Pretension and Cres- 
fiiua named t«» start, the rH«*iug should he gmal. 

AS MADDEN SEES IT. 

New York. April 15. — Last week Newton Beu- 
Dingt«iii, wIh» has sold ufT nearly all of his horses, 
pessiniistieany foretold the crumbling of the turf 
within a few years. This assiiiiqdiou John L. 
Madden refutes. i>ays he: 

“Why, racing conditions have changed entirely 
within the last ten years. Racing crowds are not 
now wholly recruited from the under strata «)f 
New York’s population as they were some years 
•go. 

“The lM*st |H‘ople go a racing now, and instead 
of speaking about the horses and the races in a 
whls|>er the turf is a subject of jHdltc discussion 
wherever bright, intelligent New Yorkers fore- 
gather. When the track owners exacted $100 a 
day or so from the b<M>k makers, the idea was to 
get a crowd to the track at any hazard. Now 
no fee is takiui from the bookmakers, and the 
revenue comes entirely from the gate receipts. 

“The bookmaker will entirely disappear within 
a few years. The admission fee will be raised to 
$5. and the turf will rest upon a permanent basis. 
There will be no open l>ettiug of money at the 
track side, but, instead, a common clearing bouse 
will come into being for the facilitation of betting, 
as in Loudon, England. The small fry two-dollar 
bettors will have to bet between themselves as 
'individuals,* without any connection whatsoever 
With the Jockey Club.’*

WHERE REFORM IS NEEDED. 

“In view of Mic sensational charges lately made 
on (lie rtiMvr of Parliament respeetlng tlie immorality 
of many nn'inlKM's of tlie House of Commons, min- 
isters int'lnded. one turn with a considerable amount 
of satisfaedon from the nnelean and polluted politl- 
<al field to tile mueh sweeter and more wholesome 
atmosphere of tiie Canadian turf,” says the Cana- 
dian Sp<*rtsman. “We liave clergymen In this 
i*r»mmunity and other so-enlled moral reformers who 
never weary of making sensational charges against 
tliosp who patronize the ra»*es. The most reputable 
of our citizens who visit Woodbine, both men and 
women, are included in tlieir category of deniinei- 
athni, and no woril is t«x> severe and no nisinuation 
ttK> mean to advance against these so-called sinners. 

“1 respeetfnlly snlmiit to tliese reformers that 
llieir time would be better employed if they would 
go down to Ottawa and play the missionar.v act on 
Parliament Hill. In forty years intimate ai-qualn- 
taiiee with the Canadian turf, I have known no 
M*andal ixainei'ted with it of one-half such a debas- 
ing character as tlie stories flying around respecting 
the doings of certain representative politicians. 
Scamps and si*allywags when discovered on the 
turf are quickly expelleil. There are no long de- 
lays, no time given influential friends to either 
stifle the enquiry or smother It up. The verdict is 
invariably short, sharp and to the point, and the 
ofTeiuIer g<H*s down and out. There are men today 
holding high positions in Parliament who are re- 
ported to have IxKMlled themselves rich in a few 
years, yet the offenders ,are able to pull wires 
snfticlently strong to smother enquiry, and pap<*rs of 
their own political faith are silent as an entombed 
innuimy. Tliere is a broad field for missionary 
lalior at Ottawa, and I should like to see the 
Milligans, the Winchesters and the Siiarrs join 
lijinds and try the reformation game where it is 
needed luiieh more than on the Canadian turf.” 

CHARFIELD A GOOD HORSE. 

New Orh*ans, La., April 15. — T. L. Pierce has 
arranged to sliip the Gerst stable of jnmiiors to 
New York. He has several In his lot that promise 
to make good in the east. Charfleld, the best 
he has .shown here, is a grand looking horse. He 
Is a four-ycar-old and stands IGi hands and welglis 
at present 1,170 pounds. Charfleld was allowed to 
romp the tioids of the Gerst farm at Nashville as 
a yearling and a twi>-y ear-old. He was not taken 
np to be broken until the fall as a Ihree-y ear-old, 
and never had a saddle on his liaek until last 
SeptemiKT. Pierce says the first time he sent 
him a mile he could not work any lietter than 
1 ;r»8, and was then kicked out. He was given a 
physic and after he recovered from Us effects was 
again placed in training and was soon wis'kiog miles 
ill 1:45. The horse t<M>k naturally to the jumping 
game from the very iM'ginoiug and right now he is 
as speedy a horse as Pierce has in his stable. He 
can jump out any morning and work a mile in 1:11 
or better, and when U comes to going through tlie 
field he is siniidy in a class by himself so far as 
the hM'al division is eoneerued. Charfleld is de- 
stined to liecoiue a great eross-i*ountry horse if noth- 
ing happens him and hy next fall he should be able 
to hold his own with any of his age. Pierce makes 
no seiTct of the belief that Chartield can give 
weight to St. Volina and beat him.

J. Winn announced today that the price of admission 
to .Churchill Downs and Douglas Park this spring 
and next fall will be $1.09 for men and $1.00 for 
women.

afteriKMin. The suspicious and inexplicable defeat 
of Sy«*ainorc caused wholesale dissiitisfaction and 
distrust and monopolized conversation during the 
homeward journey. Syeamewe, by virtue of his 
recent good performances, was rightfully installed 
a strong public choice. Fully $50,000 was bet on 
him at odds of 6 to 5, yet there was no iierceptihle 
break in the market. Fischer rode the colt and, 
notwithstanding a good striding start and outside 
clear sailing, was unable to keep within hailing 
listaiK'e of (he ordinary animal that made the run- 
ning. During the morning Sycamore, in an 
exercise gallop, was with difficulty restrained a 
quarter in 23 seconds, yet he could not make a 
resiiectable showing this afternoon. Jwkey Gra- 
ham was also criticized for his ride on May Amelia. 

Tixlay’s card was Interesting and the majority of 
the rai*es were well contested. Only two favorites 
were aiieeessfiil, Dutiful and St. Francis. Jake 
Holtman eontiiineil to get in his one or two heavily 
backed horses a day left at the post. This time 
tVrrigan was tlie sufferer in the third. 

W«x>l Sandals was sbipiied to Louisville today. 
The .\pplegale three-year-old will start in the Ken- 
tucky Derby and the Queen City Handicap. Doubts 
are entertained regarding the Woolsthorpe colt’s 
weiglit-earrying capacity and the stable lielleves he 
has a better chance in the handicap than in the 
Derby. 

While getting on a Market street car in Sau 
Franeiseo, bookmaker Nelson of the Melbourne 
Club was robbeil of his bankroll. 

William Dugan, father of Willie, Eddie and 
Clinton Dugan, died Saturday. He has been suffering 
for some time with pneumonia. 

There is a possibility of a inateb race between 
Mamie Algid aud Los Angeleno at four miles for 
$3,000 a side. 

An attractive card is offered for tomorrow after- 
insm and with Fellie L.. Last Go, Dally; Saiurida, 
.Miss Martha, .\vona; Cabin, Nigrctte, Hugh Me—
